EUTRALITY DEFEATED 
BY OVERWHELMING VOTE 


Hostility to the United States Keynote 
South of the Rio Grande.

L PASO, April 17.—Deciarations 
E, in favor of Germany and de- 
nunciations of American policy 
featured a stormy debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies of the Mexi- 
can Congress yesterday on a resolu- 
tion of Mexican neutrality in the 
war between the United States and 
Germany. This was stated in a code 
message received today by an Ameri- 
can firm from its representative in 
Mexico City. It was asserted a cen- 
sorship on newspapers and news 
agencies prevented publication of the 
proceedings. She 
The message said the neutrality 
resolution was defeated in the cham- 
ber by an overwhelming majority, 
but eight votes being cast in its 
favor, and that in the preceding dis- 
cussion, deputies asserted the United 
States, referred to as the “Colossus 
of the North” was endeavoring to 
whip all America into line to rake 
its chestnuts out of the fire. The 
success of this coercion, it was 
pointed out by speakers, was evi- 
denced in Cuba's deciaration of war 
and offer to pledge men and money 
for the assistance pf the United 
States. In South America, it was 
stated by one speaker, the United 
States had been successful in over- 
tures to Brazil and Bolivia, but the 
rest of the republics, while fearful 


to steer a middie course. Some ex- 
pressed sympathy with the United 
States, but by no means allowed 
their sympathy to extend to a breach 
of relations with Germany. 
DEPUTY FOR GERMANY. 


A deputy deciared Germany was

America by the United States and 
the complete domination of the rest. 
He stated Mexico was prepared to

Ger- 
man Minister Von Eckhart was a 
spectator during the debate, the 
message said. 

This was the first intimation that, 
a neutrality lution had been in- 
troduced in the Mexican Congress, 
following Gen. Carranaza’s appear- 
ance before the houses Sunday with 
arm -address which he declared 
Mexico would remain neutral be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many. Such a resolution would 
probably originate in the Chamber 
of Deputies and after passage there 
be sent to the Senate for action. 

Speeches by pro-German deputies, 
as reported in the.message, are in 
line with publications in official 
Mexican newspapers in states where 
the military fores of Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon, Minister of War, are in 
control. 

TROOPS AT CHIHUAHUA.

HIRTY THOUSAND LOSS 


Most Terrific Engagement of the Cam- 
paign is Now in Full Swing.

ARIS, April 18.—The great western battle front was extended 
for another twelve miles today, when the French drove the 


Germans from all of their first-line positions and part of their 
second line from ims to the Champagne front. The victory 
'was staged on the ground which saw the great offensive of 1915, 
and the German loss is estimated at 30,000 killed, wounded and 
prisoners. 

The invaders were exceptionally well placed along a series 
of wooded heights, varying in height from 600 to 800 feet and 
running north along the main road from Rheims to St. Hilaire-le- 
Grand. The Germans were well aware that an attack was com. | 
ing and had made full preparation for it. The French attack, how- 
ever, was delivered -with such skill and vigor that the defenders, 
disheartened by a long and furious preliminary bombardment, 
broke ground after a reasgnably stiff resistance and the whole line 
fell into the hands of the French. South of Moronvillieres the 
impetus of the attackers carried them clean through the first line 
into the second-line system, which centered at Mont Haut. This 
summit, 850 feet high, was: stormed.

VAULT ROBBERY CAUSES * 


SUSPENSION OF SCOTTS. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


AN FRANCISCO, April 17.— 
Robbery of a vault in the in- | 
ternal revenue office here of im- 

portant documents, $2000 in cash 
and wine-tax cash, and wine-tax 
stamps with a face value of $8300, 
was said tonight by J. J. Scott, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the 
First District of California, to be the 
basis for an order received today 
from Washington for the temporary 
suspension from office of himeelf and 
his chief deputy, his brother, Andrew 
G. Scott. 

Among the missing records, Scott 
said, was data bearing on the case 
of Bertram M. Thomas, former rev- 
enue agent here, who was recently 
indicted by the Federal grand jury 
on a charge of having sold stolen 
wine-tax stamps. Until early In the 
afternoon of March 30, Scott said 
he and his brother supposed they 
were the only persons knowing the 
combination of the vault in which 
the missing records, stamps and 
money were locked up. 


The time of the robbery was fixed 
Scott as between 10 p.m. 
and March 86, 


Scott was appointed Internal Rev- 
enue Collector in 1913. Previous to 
the election of President Wilson he 
was secretary of the Woodrow Wil- 
son League of California and after- 
ward secretary of the Democratic 
State Central Committee. A year 
ago Scott handed in his resignation, 
but withdrew it after a trip to Wash- 
ington and a conference with Sec- 
retary of the Treasury William G. 
McAdoo. 

SCOTT'S STATEMENT. 

In a statement tonight Scott said: 

“The order of temporary suspen- 
sion came as the result of the rob- 
bery of the main vault at the in- 
ternal revenue office between 190 
o'clock on the night of March 26 
and early in the afternoon of March 
30. <A record which was of the ut- 
most value in the case against for- 
mer Revenve Agent B. M. Thomas 
was stolen. Also there were taken 
at the same time other records, wine 
stamps to the value of $8300 and 
about $2000 in money. 

“I welcome an investigation, but 
insist that it shall not be made by 
the friends of Thomas. I realize that

PREPARED PLAN SEEN. 
IN GERMAN ATROCITIES.

ARIS, April 17.—A government commission which was &p- 

pointed to investigate German atrocities has just completed 

its inquiry in the evacuated regions of the Oise, Aisne and Somme, 

‘Everything in this spectacle of devastation discloses a method 

of such implacable and striking uniformity that jt is impossible 

not to see in it the execution of a rigorously-prepared plan,” says 

the commission in its report. “All this was done at the same time 

and with the same ferocity in order to bring about misery, inspire 
terror and create despetation.” 

At the beginning of October, the teport affirms, inhabitants 
of Verpilliere were arrested on the pretext that they were com- 
municating with the French army. They were taken before a 
court-martial at Avricourt and, after an inquiry, twelve of them 
were marked on the, right cheek with a blue cross. 

“We have not yet been informed of the fate of these pris- 
oners, says the report. 

Sister Romuald, superior of the Noyon Hospital, was told 
by an officer that the French people did not want peace and that 
the Germans had orders to make war on civilians.

| DISCUSSION. 

“While these amounts are large,” 
said Senator Shafroth, “and this is 
@ greatest appropriation of money 
ever made in the history of the 
world, there are things to come out 
of this war that will make us satis- 
fled with our votes today.” 

Senator Borah said, in his jude- 
ment the country could well have 
provided for raising more of the 
money necessary by taxation and less 
through bonds, particularly because 
he considered that this was but the 
first step in the way of incurring 
indebtedness. He added that he was 
opposed to the $3,000,000,000 loan 
to the Alifes and wouldvote against 
it if he could have the opportunity 
to vote on it separately. Although 
indorsing Senator Borah's views of 
the loan, Senator Cummins said he 
would, however, vote for the bill. 

“I would vote for any measure,” 
he said, “giving strength to the aid 
to carry on this conflict. I was re 
luctant to declare war, but now we 
have it, it ought to be carried onto 
a successful termination as quickly 
and energetically as possible. No 
sacrifice of money or life is too 
great. 


OUR WAR NOW. 
“I am willing to give to any of 
the Aies the money they need to 
Carry on our war, for it is our war 


now. I would give it freely just as 
I would equip an army. But I! 
shrink from the consequences that 
will fow from this loan. I do not 
Want the United States to be the 
bond creditor of any foreign power. 
I do not want to efter the entangling 
alliances which possession of these 
foreign bonds will entail. I fear 
that in the years to come the fact 
that the United States has bonds of 
these countries, all of which will be 
bankrupt at the war's close, wil! 
create embarrassmént, which men of 
that time will find difficult to over- 
come. 

“We should give our money in 4 
generous and patriotic spirit for the 
Allies to do anything we are not 
now able to do.” 

The proposed issues, stupendous as 
they are, will. not be a large con- 
tribution for the American nation, 
gaid Senator McCumber. 

“Also remember that blood ts be- 


| ing poured out in unstinted meas- 


ure, while as yet we cannot give 
any soldiers,” he added. 
“We ought to, be mighty lMberal 
in spending our money when we can 
take no part in the real battle” 
WAKING UP AMERICA. 
Senator Kenyon of Iowa also sald 
he hoped the vote would be unani- 
mous. “This bill is waking up the 
American people,” he sald. “It dem- 
onstrates no half-heartedness in 
this country, no dilly-dallying be 
cause our action must be speedy to 
be of avall. This tremendous sum 
staggers us, but it will stagger the 
enemy, too. It will cause the Ameri- 
can people to realize the stupendous 
task we have undertaken.” 
Referring to the proposed loans to 
the Allies, Senator Kenyon sald, he 
hoped France would never be asked 
to repay, because “we owe More to 
France than we can every repay.” 
Senator Sterling of North Dakota 
deciared that the United States cou!d 
not render more effective aid than 
by money.

German Submarine ‘Attacks 


U. S. Destroyer Smith. 


Attempt to Torpedo American 
Warship Fails. 


Encounter was Hundred Miles 
off New, York. 


[SY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

BOSTON, April 17.—The war was 
brought to the shores of this coun- 
try today when the United States 
destroyer Smith reported by radio 
that an enemy submarine had tried 
unsuccessfully to torpedo her 100 
miles south of New York at 3:30 
o'clock this morning. Additional re- 
ports were received from the de- 
stroyer tonight and were forwarded 
to Washington. Nothing of an offi- 
efal nature regarding the additional 
reports was made public here. 

A suggestion in shipping circles 
that the lookout on the Smith had 
perhaps mistaken a large fish for a 
torpedo in the uncertain ligh@ of 
the early morning met with the re- 
ply that the Smith's officers “‘stbod 
by their original statement.”’ 

It was learned, however, that an- 
other destroyer passed near the po- 
sition mentioned in the Smith's re- 
port without sighting anything un- 
usual. 

WARNING BY WASHINGTON.

WASHINGTON, April 47.—Warn-

Some officials are inclined to be-

When the task of the Union navy 
during the Civil War in maintaining 
an effective blockade of the south- 
ern ports is recalled, the difficulties 
of a submarine blockade of the vast 
coast line may be estimated. 

With submarine war brought 
close to the doors of America, the 
ossibility that German U-boats may 

ave bases on this side of the At- 
lantic is again revived. The raid 
of the U-53 and the two trips of the 
Deutschland demonstrated that it 
was possible for a German subma- 
rine to escape the British cordons 


in the North Sea and make their’ 


way to America. Whether a sub- 
mersible could make such a trip and 
return without having a supply base 
somewhere on this side of the At- 
lantic is gravely doubted. Many of- 
ficials here always have believed 
that the U-53 had a mother ship 
somewhere down on the horizon. 

The possibility that merchant sub- 
marines of the Deutschland type, 
now converted to carriers of fuel oil 
and supplies, might accompany 
fiotillas of the war boats on their 
trans-Atlantic raids is recognized as 
being ever present, 

BASES BIG PROBLEM. 


The possibility of bases having 


been planted by the German raid- 
ers recently at large in the South 
Atlantic is one of the foremost prob- 
lems. It even has been sus 

that parts of submarines had been 
shipped to Mexico and assembled 
there, but by many well-informed 
officials that doubted. The possi- 
bility of a German submarine base 


In the Gulf of Mexico, however, has 


long been recognized, and many offi- 
cilals have been convinced that when 


the raiding began--as they were 


sure it would soon after the declara- 


tion of war—-the raiders would come 


from that quarter. 

There also have been many re- 
ports of secret German bases estab- 
lished on the rocky and tnaccessible 
coasts of Maine and Northern Can- 
ada. Inasmuch as there has been 


no evidence of the use of such bases 
In more than two years of war. it is 


considered unlikely that even if they 


exist they can now be brought into 


use.

EXTEND PARDIAMENT’S LIFE 
UNTID NOVEMBER. 


Nationalists Chief Opponents of 
Bill on Ground Elaborated by 
John Dillon that no Solution of 
Home Rule for Ireland has Yet 
been Announced. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE A. P.) 

LONDON, April 17, 8:26 p.m— 
All possibility of the country’s being 
disturbed in the near future by « 
general election was removed to- 
night, when, by a vote of 286 to 562, 
the House of Commons passed on 
second reading the bill for the ex- 
tension of the life of the Parliament 
until November. The Nationalists 
were the chief opponents of the bill 
on the ground elaborated by John 
Dillon that no solution of home rule 
for Ireland had yet been announced. 

Andrew Bonar Law, member of 
the British War Council, said the 
government was hopeful that the 
opirie of war produced in Ulster 

uld create an atmosphere favor- 
able to a settlement now, instead of 
waiting until after the war. 

Mr. Law said the British troops 
were engaged in the greatest opera- 
tion since the commencement of the 
war and were meeting with success 
which exceeded his expectations. 

WOULD DIVERT ENERGIES. 

It would be highly disadvanta- 
geous, Mr. Law said, if the country 
should be plunged into the turmoil 
of an election with the possibility 
of a division, and certainly the ener- 
gies of the nation would be diverted 
from the prosecution of the war. 

John Dillon, member of Parlia- 
ment for East Mayo, moving, in be- 
half of the Trish Nationalists, the 
rejection of the bill, said the Nation- 
alists would vote against the meas- 
ure at every stage. The present 
governmegt, he declared, appeared 
to be no nearer a solution of the 
Irish question, and was continuing 
a state of things in which the Na- 
tionalist party in the House of Com- 
mons could rightly be taunted with 
the fact that it could not speak for 
Ireland. 


ROOT OF SITUATION. 


At the root of the terrible situa- 
tion in Ireland today, Mr. Dillon 
said, was the fact that the National- 
ist party's work, extending over 
thirty-five years of instilling into the 
minds of the Irish people that 
whatever their treatment in the past 
there was a sense of justice and fair 
play in England if it only could 
be reached, had been undone by the 
repeated disappointments. 

Mr. Law announced that Premier 
Lloyd George hoped to make a

Dr. Tracy is 78 years old, and next!/: 
August will be the half-century an-|* 
niversary of his entrance into the : 
mission field. He went to Turkey 
on his wedding trip, when he was}< 
young and unknown, and a few 
years age he came from there .as 
one of the western world’s greatest 
authorities on affairs of the Otto- 
mans. He is one of the outstanding 
figures in the Congregational Church 
and is known and honored through- 
out America and Europe. 

Born at East Smithfield. Pa.. he 
early chose his life work. He gradu- 
ated from Oberlin »College and then 
in 1867 from Williams College, 
Williamstown, Mass. He received 
from the latter Institution in 1894 
the degree of doctor of divinity. He 
married and was ordained in 1867, 
and with his bride, also a mission- 
ary, made the then arduous journey 
to Constantinople, arriving in 1868. 
From there they went 300 miles by 
horse and muleback to Marsivan. in 
Asia Minor. As representatives of 
the American Board of Missions 
(Congregational) of Boston. they 
took an active part in the work that 
made Marsivan in time one of the 
chief centers of Christian mission- 
ary endeavor in Turkey. Dr. Tracy 
founded Anatolia College, now the 
chief of several Christian schools, at 
Marsivan. In this work he expended 
$250,000. And through all the years 
he remained there he was particu- 
larly active in helping the Armeni- 
ans. 

WITNESSES MASSACRES. 


Twice he and his family went 
through massacres, in one of which 


Armenians butchered. Again, he saw 
them driven from their houses and 
their linen looms smashed. As the 
Armenians there have a monopoly 
of linen manufacturing Dr. Tracy 
devised a plan to exact retribution 
from the Turks. He bought new 
looms for the Armenians, at con- 
siderable cost, and in return they 
delivered to him all the product. 
Soen there was a shortage of linen 
in that vilayet and all would-be 
buyers were referred to Dr. Tracy. 
Having cornered the market. he 
doubled the price of the finished 
product, and, turning all the pro- 
ceeds over to the Armenians, indli- 
rectly made the Turks pay for every 
loom they had smashed. 

He was loved by the Armenian 
population throughout a large dis- 
trict. On his last return to Marsivan 
from America, some years ago, he 
was met, miles out on the road, by 
a crowd that grew to thousands, and 
escorted him into the city despite a 
pouring rain. 

RESPECTED BY TURKS. 

However, he was also respected 
by and wielded influence among the 
Turks, because of signal service to 
them during cholera and other ep!- 
demics. - 

During the Taft administration 
Dr. Tracy made a trip to this coun- 
try and was received by the Presi- 
dent and asked for an authoritative 
statement of conditions then obtain- 
ing in Turkey. 

He was on furlough and visiting 
in this city when the war began in 
1914, cutting off possibility of return 
to Asia Minor. So Dr. Tracy became 
secretary of the Armenian and Sy- 
rian Relief Committee for Southern 
California and worked faithfully in 
that cause until his strength failed. 

The Congregational Ministerial 
Union yesterday, with more. than 
seventy-five pastors present, adopt- 
ed resolutions of appreciation for 
the service rendered by Dr. Tracy

_ WELCOME HOME 


Wife Shoots Detective Three 
Times as He Enters. | 


Then Loses Nerve and Prays 
that He'll not Die. 


Note Discloses Plan to Kill 
Him and Herself. 


A new love for her husband, born 
of the horror of seeing him bleed- 
ing from her bullet wounds as he 
lay on the floor, robbed Mrs. Harriet 
Berlin of her nerve last night after 
she had made laborious plans to 
kill him and end her own life. She 
was found praying over his uncon- 
acious form when the police ar- 
rived. 

Mrs. Berlin. who is 34 years of 
age, greeted her husband, William 
B. Berlin, 35, a private detective, 
with a rain of bullets as he entered 
the door of their room in the Doug- 


las apartments, No. 624 West Tenth 
street. He was taken to the Receiv- | 
ing Hospital with two bullets In his | 
left arm and one in his left thigh. 

The wife had carefully outlined 
Plans to end her iife, as well as her 
husbands, as far back as three weeks 
azo. Jealousy, the wounded hus- 
band alleges, has been the root of 
their domestic troubles for many 
years. Mrs. Berlin purchased a re- 
volver three weeks ago, but it was 
of small caliber and she feared to 
use it. 

She bought another revolver yes- 
terday afternoon. It was a .38-call- 
r weapon. Arriving home about 
4 o'clock, she spent the remainder 
| of the afternoon in dressing the 
apartment for her husband's last 
visit to it. She also prepared a 
bundle of currency, totaling $140, her 
savings for years, to be used in bury- 
ing her husband and herself. In a 
letter addressed to 2 friend, she in- 
stru.ted her to bury the two bodies 
together. 

LEADEN GREETING. 

At 6:30 o'clock in the evening, 
Berlin walked info the apartment- 
house, whose corridors were filled 
with homecoming persons. As he 
opened the door to his apartment, 
she opened fire. He fell with three 
bullets in his bedy. When neigh- 
bors rushed into the room, they 
found Mrs. Berlin praying for the 
life of her husband. Berlin, though 
desperately wounded, recovered 
enough to ask that the police not 
be called. He said that his wife was 
cleaning a new revolver when it was 
discharged accidentally. 

. But when Lieut. McMann and De- 

tective Louis Canto of the detective 
bureau arrived they discredited Ber- 
lin’s story, shielding the wife. A 
letter was found which read: 

“Dear Martha: You are the onl 
friend I have outside of Mrs. F. <4 
Frisco, and I want you to do me a 
last favor. Take charge of my little 
affairs. 

“You will be surprised to find I 
have this much money, but for 
years I have saved it for this pur- 
pose, and please bury us together. I 
want you to know I thought a great 
deal of you, because you are a good 
woman and understand me. 

“May God bless you and give you 
a little happiness in this world. 

“Your unhappy friend. 

“HARRIET BERLIN.

GETS SECOND GUN. 
While a surgeon was giving first 
aid to Berlin's injuries Mrs. Berlin 
hysterically ran around the apart- 
ment and begged the officers not to 
separate her from her husband. Once 
she ran ipto the kitchen, and the 
officers were in time to take from 
her a second loaded revolver, which 
was hidden beneath the ice chest. 

Though at first Berlin denied his 
wife had shot bim with intent to 
kill he later told Detective Canto in 
the Receiving Hospital that he had 
expected to be killed for a long 
time. He said that his wife was very 
jealous and suspected him of asso- 
clating with other women. 

“IT was very unhappy.” eaid Mrs. 
Berlin. “There is no happiness in 
this world for me. I wanted to die 
with Will, but my courage failed me 
and I could not hit my mark. Oh, I 
only hope he won't die.” 

Berlin is well known in police 
circles. For more than a year he 
was employed by the Nick Harris 
Detective Agency, but recently he 
severed connections with that con- 
cern. Police Surgeon Stadfield, who 
treated the man, said he has a good 
chance for recovery if infection does 
not set in.

T™= Poop SPECULATORS SURE TO 

GET THE WORST OF IT. 

Food speculators and hoarders, in their 
desire to make a “clean-up” out of the pres- 
ent precarious condition of food supplies 
in this country, are bringing about their 
| Own destruction. So much has been said 
of late about the scarcity of food products 
all over the world and in the United States 


economic education, have been led to be 
eve that the purchase and hoarding of food 
Stocks at present prices would result in 
a handsome advantage for themselves with- 
in @ comparatively short time. No atten- 
tion has been paid to the facts thay pew 
crops will soon. come on the market and 
that the high prices will result in a tre 
mendous production during the next six 
months. 

There is no class in the United States 
in better touch with the food situation at 
all times than the farmers. The wonderful 
profits made by the farmers during the year 
1916 and the previous twelve months have 
induced them to plant vastly increased 
acreages this season. Although many re- 
ports have been circulated about crop dams 
age and the probability of decreased produc- 
tion, the farmer has nothing to say. It 
may be that the wheat crop will suffer 
somewhat by unseasonable weather; but it 


"onions, oats, corn, vegetables and fruits 
will be record-breaking ones. The fancy 
prices that food speculators are now pay- 
ing for the fag-end of the 1916 crop will 
never be able to be maintained once the 
great crops of the present year come on 
the market: By their efforts to hoard food 
supplies, the panic-stricken and speculative 
elements of the country have caused prices 
for foodstuffs to jump to unheard-of levels, 
and this has in turn caused greatly in- 
creased plantings. 

Another factor in the situation that seems 
to have escaped the attention of the human 
hogs who have been so busy during the 
past month in investing all their available 
funds in the purchase of food supplies is 
the fact that the world war may end at 
any moment. There are distinct rumblings 
of peace from all quarters, and once the 
titanic struggle has been brought to an 
end food prices will drop even faster than 
they have skyrocketed in the last year. 
Then a hurried effort will be made by all 
dealers to unload before the market breaks 
too low and the small, individual specula 
tor and hoarder will be left with a mass 
of goods on his hands that he will be un- 
able to dispose of except at a heavy loss. 

Governmental regulation of food produc- 
tion, distribution and sale is also a strong 
possibility at the present writing, and in 
the event such a step was taken it would 
be the food speculator that would suffer. 
The farmer would be given a fair profit 
on his product and the distributor would 
be allowed reasonable compensation for his 
work, but there would be nothing in it 
for the speculator, as maximum prices to the 
consumer would be fixed by*law. In the 
event that governmental regulation of food- 
stuffs does take place, those too-wise in- 
dividuals who have loaded up on many com- 
modities during the past few weeks at top 
prices would be left in an unenviable post!- 
tion. | 
Meat packers, produce dealers, wholesale 
and retail grocers have united in an effort 
to prevent speculation and it behooves the 
individual citizen of the United States to 
follow their example. The middlemen in 
this crisis have taken an attitude toward 
the situation which is worthy of praise; 
and if every person in this republic will 
join with them in efforts to stamp out the 
hoarder and speculator our food problems 
will be simplified. 


BIBLE IN THE SCHOOLS. 
California still maintains its censor 
ship over books from which extracts may 
‘be read in the public schools. A discus- 
sion before the Public Morals Committee 
of the Assembly last week revealed that 
there is just one book from which no 
teacher may read even an extract or permit 
an extract to be read. That book is the 
Holy Bible. 

There is a restricting clause in the State 
Constitution which, an Attorney-General 
held, excludes the Bible from public 
schools. It has since been held that no 
extracts from the Bible tnay be read. even 
without comment. By a constitutional reg- 
ulation California takes the position that 
the Holy Bible is a dangeroug book to 
place in the hands of boys and girls, that 
it is so dangerous that not even a selec- 
tion may be read from it, lest the mind 
of youth become contaminated thereby. 

Extracts from the works of Ingersoll, 
Payne and the German materialists may be 
read without limit. The history of the 
early religious beliefs, of the pagan gods 
and of vanished faiths are included in the 
course in genéral history. Fairy stories 
may be -read. Modern and ancient ro- 
mances are fa But a teacher who 
would presume read the Ten Command- 
ments, the biblical story of the flood or the 
settlement of Palestine by the Jews would 
be committing a grave offense. 

Intolerance was once a charge against 
the church. It now becomes a charge 
against the materialists and atheists. There 
is no law school that does not teach the 
Mosaic law as the foundation of modern 
law relating to the possession of property. 
At least four of the Ten Commandments 
are taken as the basis for modern crim- 
inal law; but a teacher may not even read 
to a class in civics the history of the origin 
of these acts. 

Some of the greatest poems in our 
language are without meaning if one does 
not know the story of the Bible. No other 
book ever written has given so much to 
law and literature; yet it is the one book 
which it forbidden to our public schools. 
Good God! Think of it! The one book 
barred from our schoo] ¢hildren in Califor- 
nia! 

During the argument before the Assembly 
committee it developed that the objection 
to reading extracts from the Bible comes 
in part from infideleand in part from Catho- 
“lies and Jews. It has been held that if a 
teacher is permitted to read extracts from 
the Bible the way will be opened for 
proselyting in the schools. This could be 
evaded easily by having a committee com- 
posed of priests, Protestant clergymen \and 
rabbis select extracts from the Bible which 
would be offensive to none of these and 
have such extracts published by the State 
in book form for optional use in the schools.

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The job of finding the right man to 
serve in the best capacity is one of the 
chief problems in general national 


it there ig no provision for fitting the square 
peg in tht square hole; about it is too 
much of the hit or miss method. 

Unless citizens are carefully registered 
first as to their occupations, circumstances, 
home ties and general adaptabilities, a vol- 
unteer army is likely to need a great deal 
of rearranging later on. When a nation 
is at war it cannot afford to make mis- 
takes. Let the system®be volunteer or com- 
pulsory, the recrulting stations should have 
information on hand as to the proper em- 
ployment for each enlisted man, in the 
army or navy, the munition factories, the 
transportation service or possibly as a 
farm helper. In England conscientious ob- 
jectors to military service are put to work 
growing foodstuffs for the nation—by the 
way, not a bad method for disposing of 
conscientious objectors. 

By whatever method we raise our Amer 
ican fighting forces to the numbers that 
may be called for, we must avoid the mie- 
takes made by both France and England in 
rushing troops to the front at the begin- 
ning of the war. Expert mechanics were 
doing manual labor in the trenches while 
green hands were being broken in for the 
munition factories. France had to sift and 
redistribute her military and civil forces 
at a critical time in the fight. England 
today is suffering from a lack of army sur- 
geons because so many medical students 
at the first call enlisted for service at the 
front. 

National registration would have pre 
vented all these mistakes. America is able 
to profit by the experiences of other na- 
tions. A recruiting campaign is something 
more than getting the greatest possible 
number of men in the shortest possible 
time. The right man in the right place 
is the secret of a smoothly working mill- 
tary machine. In fact, an army and all 
its subsidiary branches should be organized 
as thoroughly as a business house or com- 
mercial corporation attends strictly to all 
details. 


ANADA AND ELECTRO-CULTURE. 

The Canadian food problem is vexing 
the authorities there. Last year in the 
Province of Ontario there were 360,000 
acres less in cultivation than in 1914, and 
this year the number of acres lying idle 
will be much greater, as there is less than 
one man to every 100 acres of farm land. 
Sir William Hearst, the Premier of Ontario, 
in a recent speech said that sixteen nations 
of the ,world were short of food supplies, 
and of these, six were practically on the 
verge of starvation. He rejoiced that the 
United States had joined the Allies, but it 
would not be wise to ignore the fact that 
one result would be that more men would 
be taken from production and there would 
be d greater army of consumers in the 
world and less labor, and the greater 
necessity for sacrifice than before. 

The people of Ontario realize that they 
are dependent upon this year's crops for 
next winter’s food and that land must be 
more intensively tilled and harvested. In 
order to accomplish this a War Production 
Club has been organized by the Toronto 
Board. of Trade and it is proceeding to 
mobilize Toronto's man and boy power to 
the extent of 5000 to assist in greater food 
production in Ontario. 

One of the methods suggested is that of 
placing land under electro-culture. An ex- 
periment on fifty acres in Hereford, PEnc.. 
demonstrated that by applying a current of 
electricity to planted soil, the crop would be 
increased a hundredfold. Electricity splits 
up the lions from the atmosphere and thus 
enables plant-grewth to abstract the nitrogen 
without the aid of costly machinery, and 
the more manure was put on the sofl the 


better the electrica! results would. be. To 
use electricity in bright sunshine would be 
wasteful, as it would overaccelerate the 
gstowth of the plants so treated and cause 
them to shrivel. The current would have 
.to be applied before the sun rose or after 
sunset, or it might even be applied ali night 
if necessary. “At Hereford, im €Onserva- 
tory, were to be seen boxes of peeds.of 
caulifiowers, cabbages and leeks. @emon- 
strating the effect of electro-culturg; Some 
of the seeds, though planted days 
previously, showed a healthy green blade 
an inch above the soil, while normally no 
blade would have showed at all.” Mr. Kerr, 
the electrical engineer, said that rain was 
their only enemy unconquered so far, but 
they meant to overcome it, because they be 
lieved the results would be better still if 
they could apply the current during the 
rainstorm. They were only at the begin- 
ning of things yet. With electro-culture 
three years ago, he declared, there would 
have been no need for food rules and ra- 
‘tions. Three years hence, Mr. Kerr re 
marked, we shall wonder why we slept. The 
possibilities are boundless. 

Secretary of Agriculture Houston, in con- 
ference with the agricultural experts of the 
Central West, is considering a comprehen- 
alive scheme for increasing the production 
of food supplies. The necessity for agri- 
cultural preparedness was accentuated by 
Senator Reed of Missouri, in a recent 
speech in which he said: 

“When We appreciate the fact that this 
war will call from agricultural and in- 
dustrial pursuits many thousands, maybe 
millions of men, we may as well under- 
stand now how grim is the task before us. 

“We have declared war, none of us with 
a Ught heart, but I fear few of us have con- 

ed all this war we are going into may 
mean,.to us. Women whose tender hands 
never have been hardened by tasks soon 
will be called upon to fil] the vacancies of 
their bread winners, and must make the 
necessities of life for those at the front: 
little children will be called upon to do 
their share, and gray haired old men must 
help fill the industrial ranks.” 

For decades of years science, discovery 
and invention have been relieving human 
muscles from the weariness of toll in the 
field as well as the factory. Two men 
guiding a tractor engine drawing great 
gang disc barrows will break up and make 
ready for seed more land in a day than 
twenty men with horse or ox teams and old- 
fashioned plows and harrows could have 
prepared in the last century. Two men on 
a combined harvester will do in a day the 
work that forty men with cradles and falls 
could not have accomplished sixty years 


ago. 

Now with appliances for electro-culture 
by drawing nitrogen directly from the air 
into the earth we shall double and treble 
food production with one-fourth the hu- 
man labor now used and those who leave 
the farm to fight for the flag will not be 
missed so far as food preparedness is con- 
cerned.

Six hun- 
dred and elghty-five licenses were issued 
in one day and over 3000 tn five days last 
week. A good many applicants were 
turned away because they were unable to 
give the name of the lady who would be 
a party to the contract. And a few 
maidens and many widows decline to accept 
connubial felicity from a man who proposes 
merely because he regards military service 
as an evil, and seeks marriage as the lesser 
of two evils. And the men sing:

Railroad Commission Action 
may be Awaited 


Would Delay Final Decision 
on.

Wide publicity will be demanded 
for the power contract plans before 
they are finally voted on by the City 
Council. This was announced yes- 
terday afternoon by several members 
of the city body, headed by Council- 
man Conwell. 
“I believe every citizen of Los An- 
geles should know all about the pro- 
posed contracts and for that reason 
I am going to insist on printing and 
circulating all details," said Coun- 
cilman Conwell. “Such an exposition 
of facts, figures and estimates will 
make it impossible for the people to 
say at some later date that they 
were duped by clever politicians.” 
It was also stated the Council 
would act uselessiy if it should pass 
on the matter before its validity 
had been decided upon by the Rail- 
road Commission. Should the com- 
mission find fault with any part of 
the plan, it would have to be changed 
to meet approval of that body, 
necessitating double handling. 
If this attitude is assumed by the 
majority of the Council it will be at 
least two weeks before final action 
is taken. 
Special Counsel W. B. Mathews of 
the Public Service Commission was 
in consultation with the Council early 
in the day. He presented a redraft 
of the temporary operating agree- 
ment with the power corporations, 
under which these will distribute the 
city’s power until July 1. 
In addition, he presented the cor- 
poration heads’ formal acceptance of 
the agreement for acquiring the 
two systems. After the citizens have 
been enlightened on the various 
angies of the proposed deal they will 
have submitted them the proposal 
for buying the pOwer system. Should 
a two-thirds majority be given the 
proposed bond issue will be sub- 
mitted.

AKERS ASK TO 
INCREASE PRICES. 


WANT EIGHT-OUNCE MINIMUM 
IN NICKED LOAP. 


Loss of Money is Alleged at Sale 
Price of Five Cents for Present 
Bread Size—Marking of Weight 


A large delegation of master ba- 
kers appeared before the Public 
Welfare Commission of the City 
Council yesterday morning and 
asked that the present standards of 
bread weight be changed. They 
showed by extensive statistics that 
under the present ordinance requir- 
ing twelve and twenty-four-ounce 
loaves of bread to sell at 5-and 10 
cents «hey are losing mongy. Their 
request was for a new ordinance 
which would merely require them to 
mark the weight on each lodf, mak- 
ing no loaf of less than eight 
cvnces This they declared neces- 
@ary to keep the prices at 5 cents 
email loaf and 10 cents for 
large loaf. 

County Sealer of Weights and 
Measures Fuller favored continua- 
tion of the bresent standardization 
and the increase of prices by the 
bakers as the cost of their materials 
goes up. Councilman Conwell op- 
posed this, stating that the bakers 
should be given an opportunity to 
make a fair profit. Councilman 
Roberts declared it could be done 
under the present system if the ba- 
kers would adopt a sliding scale. 
Mrs. Lindsey called in a few women 
who were present, but received non- 
committal suggestions.
